all thofe Arts, (particularly of Mafonrj and ^rchitec- 
ture) and the £Lulc by which they, are condui^d and: 
performed. 

No doubt Adam taught his Sons Gcu?}Ktij^ and the.: 
ufe of it, in the fcvcral Arts and Crafts convenient, . 
at Icall^. iot. thofc early Times ; for^ C a i we find, , 
built a City^ which he call'd Cons^ecr a.t ed, or 
DiDiGATEDj after die Name of his eldeft Son^ 
Enoch ; and becoming the Prince of the one Half 
of Mankind,^ liis Pofterity would , imitate, his royal 
Example in improving, both the. noble. Science, and the.

But without' regarding uncertain Accounts, we may 
fafcly conclude the old World, that laftcd 16^6 Years, 
could not be ignorant of Mafonry ; and that both tlie 
Families of Seth and Cain creeled many curious Works, 
until at Icngtli Noah, the ninth from Seth, was com- 
manded and directed of God to build the great u4rkj 
wliich, tho' of Wood,, was certainly fabricated by 
Geometrj^ and according to the Rules of Mafonrj. 

Noah, and his three Sons, J a p h e t, S h e m, and 
H A M, all AUfons tru^, brought with them over the

went fofth into A s s t & i Ay and built Nimv^y Rdnh 
bothf Calchy and Mcfiih

wliich, tho* it might help to give Rife to the Maibns: 
Faculty and andenc univerTal Fra<f]btce of converfing. 
without Ipcakmg, and of knowing each other at d 
Diftance, yet liindcr'd not the Improvement of e^a^. 
[onry in each Colony, and their Cmmmicatiofi in theic 
diftind National Dialed:. 

And, no doubt, the Royal Art was brpught down 
tO 'Egyft by M i t z r a i m, the fecond Son of Hmft^* 
about fix Years^ after the Confufion at BaM^- 2nd after a.m. 
the flood 160 Years, wlicn he led thither his Colony; uss". 
(for Egyft IS MitZjraim in Hibnw) bceaufc we, find 
the River Niles overflowing its Banks, foon caas'd an 
Improvement in Getfmetry^ which con(equently brought 
AUjonry much in rcqucft : For the ancient noble Ci- 
ties, with the other niag^nifkcnt Edifices of that Coun- 
try, and panicularly the f4moHs P y a am 1 o s, . de- 
monftratc the early TaAe and Genius of that an- 
cient Kingdom. Nay, one of thofe Egyptian Pyra- 
mids* 
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vMiDs '*' is reckon'd the Brfi of fyvm -Woi^s 
of the World, the Account of which, bjr EUftorians 
.and Travellers, is alnioll incredible. 

The Sacred Records inform us well that the eleven 
grext Sens of Canaan (thc youngcft Son of Ham) 
foon fortified themfelvcs in ftrong Holds, and ftatcly 
willed Cities, and erected mofl beautiful Temples and 
Mai>liansi for when the Jfraelttcs^ under the great 
Jofkua^ invaded their Country, chey found it (b r'egu* 
larly fencM, that without the immediate Intervention 
of God in behalF of his peculiar People, the Qw/ta- 
nttjss were impregnable and invincible. Nor can we 
.fiippofe leis of die other Sons of Ham^ viz^ Chit/hj 
his elded, in So$tth <t4rMa, zndThut^ <x7hurs^ (now 
cilled Fezj) in Weft Africa. 

And furely the fair and gallant Polknt)' of J a P h E T, 
(the cldcll Son of Noah) even fuch as travcU'd into 
the Ules of the CentiUsj muft have been equally skilled 
in Geometry and M^fonry ; tho' we know little of their 
Tranladions and niiglity Works, until their original

Q^y/ian Empire, liv'd in a feparate State, or were . 
blended widi ocha Eamilies : Nay^ Aat hdj Branch of 
S H £ M (of whom, as concerning the Flefh, Christ* 
came) could not be un kihul in the learned Arts of 
^jjyrkf', for Ajbram, a&ei the Confufion at Baicl a»m. 
about %6i Years, was called out of Vr of che (buddies, n^<j;^ 
where he learned Cemetry^ and the ^rts that are pec 
forni'd by it, which he would carefully nanlniit to 
IJhmtly to }[aacy and to his Sons, by Keturah y and by 
Ift^i to Efau^ and Jacobs and the twelve ; : .

And while marching wCanaan^ thro' ^rahia^ uti. 

dcr MofeSy God was plcalcd to infpirc B e z a l e e l, 
of the Tribe of Jtidah^ and A h o l i a b, of die Tribe 
of 'Dmh widi Wifdoni of Heart for ercdting that moft 
A M. dorious Tent, or TaheimacU^ wherein the Shechinah 
redded ; which, tho* not of Stone or Brick, was framed 
. by Geometry, a moft beautiful Piece of Architec- 
ture, (and ,prov'd afterwards the Model of Solomon's 
Temple) according to the Pattern that God had ihewn 
to M o s £ 8 in the Mount ; who therefore became the 
General Masil r-M a s o n, as well as Kmz of • 
Jejfstrufh being well skill'd in all the Egyptian Lear- 
.ning, and divinely infpir^d with more fublimc Know- 
ledge in Mafonry, 

So that the Jfraelites^ at their leaving E^ypr, were a 
whole Kin.;dom of <^Ma[ons^ well inftmcbcd, under the 
Conduct of tlicir Grand Master Mos£s, wh6 
often marihaird them into a regubr znd general LoJgiy 
while in the Wilderncfi, and gave them wife Charges, 
Ordersy tSc, had they been well obferv'd! But no 
more of die l^reoiifes mujd be mentioned.

But leaving what mud not, and indeed cannot, be 
communicated by Writing, we may warrantably affirm, 
that however ambitious the Heathen were in cultivating

But among the Heathen, while the noble Science 
Geometry * was duly cultivated, both before and aftci 
tiic Reign of aAuguflHs^ even till the Fifth Century of 
the Chriftian ^ra^ Mafonry was had in s^reat Eftecm 
and Veneration : And while the Romm Empire con-. - 
tinu'd in its Glory, the Royal Art was carefully propa- 
gated, even to the ?!lUima Xl)Ule, and a Lodge 
crc(5bcd in almoft every Roman Garrilbn ; whereby they 
generoufly communicated then Cunning to the northern 
and weftern Parts of Europe^ which had grown bar- • 
barous before the Roman Conquefi^ though we know 
not certainly how long ; becaule fome think there arc 
a few Remains of good Mafonry before that Teriod 
in fome Parts of Europe, raifed by the original Skill 
that, the firit Colonics brought with them, iLS the Celtic 
Edifices, er^dled by the ancient Gauls, and by the ancient 

Britains

But when the Goths and Vandals, that had 
never been conquer d by the Romans^ like a general 

Deluge, over-ran the Roman Empire, with warlika 
ILagc and gro($ ignoraoce they uctcily deilioy'd many 
of die fiodt Edifices, and defiic^d others, very few e- 
fcaping ; as the Aftatk and Africm Nations fell un- 
der the lame CiUmity by the Coiiqueils of the 
Mahometans, whoie grand Deiign is only to con^* 
vert the World b)r Fire and Sword, inftead ol: cultiva- 
ting the Acts and Sciences.. 

Thus, upon the Declcnlion of the Roman Empire^ 
when iheBnttJhGarnJons were drain d, the Angles and 
other lower Saxons, invited by the ancient Britons. 
to qMc over and help them againd the Scots and
